With reference to Rule 926/5. l(a)(ii), the applicant herewith request deletion of 
Roberts. Mittler as an inventor and for the US inventor/applicant form the above- 
identified International Application. 

The reason for this deletion is that Mr. Mittler contributions as inventor relate solely to 
those aspects of the invention that concern the 4-1 BB molecule and the therapeutic use 
of agonists of this molecule. However, during preliminary examination the applicant has 
amended the claims to overcome novelty and inventive step objections based inter alia 
on Dl (Melief et al., 2000, Adv. Immunol. 75: 235-282.) and based on the disclosures 
concerning the use of agonists of the 4- IBB molecule for anti-tumor therapy in D3 
(Melero et al 1997, Nature Med 3, 682). As a result of these amendments, the present 
claims on which the IPER is based, no longer relate to the agonists of the 4- IBB mole- 
cule but instead relate exclusively to the anti-CD40 mono-therapy aspect of the applica- 
tion, which is inter alia based on the experiments in Example 12 of the application. 

Since Mr Mittler did not contribute to these experiments or in any other way to this as- 
pect of the invention his mention as an inventor would no longer be appropriate. The 
applicant therefore requests his deletion as an inventor and inventor/applicant from the 
above-identified International Application.
